LONDON, Feb. 12.—The house of 
commons, which has been quiet as a 
lamb the first two days of the present 
session, burst into an unexpected 
storm of the bitterest kind late this 
afternoon when David Kirkwood, la- 
bor member,. belonging to what is 
known as the “black gang from 
Clyde,” accused the government of aid- 
ing and abetting the prince of Wales 
in leading the spendthrift/life of a so- 
cial butterfly while he remains in com- 
plete ignorance of the true conditions 
in his own country. 

As Mr. Kirkwood continued his at- 
tack amidst the vehement protests of 
the Conservatives and cheers of en- 
couragement from the left wing, he be- 
gan to attack the whole institution of 
royalty, stirring up a wilder and wilder 
State of excitement until the volume 
of ministerial roars drowned his voice 
utterly. 

Prince Wanted More Money. 

The extraordinary scene arose dur- 
ing the house debate on the size of the 
appropriation needed to finance the 
prince of Wales’ forthcoming trip to 
South America. Originally the sum 
was fixed at £13,000 (about 65,000}, but 
recently it was req oO add an- 
other £2,000 in order to allow the 
prince to extend his tour to Uruguay 
and Chile. This request, coming as 
a supplement to the budget, had to 
meet discussion before the committee 
of the entire house of commons, since 
such procedure is required for supple- 
mentary appropriations. The result- 
ing tirade against the royal family 
fell, however, as a devastating sur- 
prise. 

As soon as the question of the extra 
£2,000 came up forja vote Mr. Kirk- 
wood moved that the sum be reduced 
| by £100 ($500) “in order,” he said, “to 
| protest against all this humbug that 
lis going on. I suggest that’ before 
'we send the prince to any part of

highness should see his own country. 
I could show the prince conditions in 
Glasgow which he would not see 
among any aborigines. 


Feels Sorry for Royal Heir. 

“It is said that the way the royal 
family treated the labor ministers had 
endeared them to the hearts of the 
working class. I will not say much 
about that, but I do not believe it. 
I do not envy the prince of Wales. 
I am sorry for him—trotting him all 
over the world and making a clown 
of him.” 

At this point the first outburst was 
heard from the ranks of the conserva- 
tives, who had sat flabbergasted in 
their seats. As. Mr. Kirkwood’s words 
began to soak in their rage boiled 
over and their stamping of feet and 


When he could be heard, Capt. Fitz- 
roy, deputy chairman of the house 
committee on supplementary appro- 
priations, asked Mr. Kirkwood to keep 
within the bounds of his subject, but 
the labor leader ignored the order com- 
pletely and his voice continued boom- 
ing epithets against the crowned heads. 

Kirkwood Screams Defiance. 

“You cry ‘Shame!’” Mr. Kirkwood 
screamed at the right wing of the 
house.

‘wages. Then what wages do you think 
the prince of Wales gets from his 
duchy in Cornwall? He gets £33,376 
[over $150,000] from that alone. I 
call shame on you who are responsible 
for the awful conditions under which 
the class from which I spring live and 
have their being.” 

G. Buchanan, Labor member, rose 
and seconded the move for a reduction, 
declaring the prince is already a rich 
man and does riot need the £2,000 for 
his tour. 

“T have not any use for royalty at 
all,” Mr. Buchanan shouted.

This is what the midnight official 
bulletin says in full:

Clear and cold; the shaft is now 
forty-eight feet below the top of 
the timber, or fifty-three feet below 
the top of the ground. Material 
is a mass of limestone boulders. 
The core Grill in the shaft went 
through four feet of muck to the 
fifty foot mark, showing a ledge of 
limestone where it is now drilling. 
The drill is somewhat delayed on 
account of the water line freezing. 

“ Most of the afternoon was con- 
sumed in putting in the last set 
of timbers as we are handling 
about four times the amount of 
material in the shaft on account of 
sides caving in. 

“The same forces are working 
tonight as were working this aft- 
ernoon. The rock we have reached 
shows beyond a doubt we are now 
in g/cavernous area.” 

May Reach It Any Time. 

This means that the barrel-like

Details Attempt toGet Her 
to Besmirch Wife.

Victoria [Vic] Shaw, still remem- 
bering vividly episodes of Chicago's 
pleasure rendezvous of two decades 
ago, sat over in the state's attorney's 
office last night, looked at a picture 
of W. E. D. Stokes, then recalled the 
face of the man who, back in 1923, 
had offered to pay all her expenses if 
she would come to New York and tes- 
tify that Helen Elwood Stokes had 
been a member of the famous Ever- 
leigh club. 

And Vic Shaw emphatically declared | 
that the face of memory and the face 
in the picture were identical. 

Miss Shaw, who now lives at 2904 
Prairie avenue, came to the state's | 
attorney’s office with her companion, 
Miss Peggie Johnson. She was sécret- 
ly interviewed by Assistant State's

Her Statements Kept Secret.

THE PROMISE OF THE 
DEVER PLAN. 


The local transportation committee has voted to 
recommend the Dever traction ordinance to the 
city council. An engineer's estimate of improve 
ments is submitted with it. The whole project 

‘contemplates an expenditure of over $600,000,000. 
Some people will eay that this is much too good 
for Chicago. 

Part of the sum would go into the present sur- 

- face lines in a period of forty years. That would 
take $163,000,000. If Mr. Insull wants to sell the 
elevated lines he may have $80,000,000 for them. 
These transactions would give the city nothing in 
the way of service that it has not now. 

The remaining $350,000,000 or so of the estimates 
would go into the improvements. It is planned to 
add 147 miles of track within the next five years. 
_ In a second period of construction 98 more miles of 

track are to be added. 

_ If Mr. Insull will not sell the elevated lines the 
city plans to build 58 miles of subways within ten 
years and build $148,806,000 worth of elevated lines, 
hooked up with the subways, into regions which 
now have no rapid transit. If Mr. Insull sells the 
city would bufld only 44 miles of subway, 15 miles 
in the first ten years and 29 additiona] miles in the 
second period. 

Probably all of this cannot be done. The mayor 
and his legal, financial, and engineering advisers 
may be too sanguine, but if a start could be made 
on the plan it would be the first real start Chicago 
has made since the fire. If it has to go more slow- 
ly than is now estimated it still will be going, and 
with a start there will be a boom in the city. 

It will be an injection of new life, with benefits 
difficult to foresee completely. All sections of the 
city would feel the stimulus. It is a vision of a 
new city. It is this promise which attracts Tu» 
TRIBUNE. 

We are not interested in the academic que 
tions of M. ©. It does not matter if you call 
it a rose or a polecat. Whichever it is, it is noth- 
ing in itself. Chicago has had a generation of de- 
bate on that and never got anything out of it except 
confusion. We believe this plan gives a chance to 
grow.

REPEAL OF DIRECT 
PRIMARIES PROPOSED. 


Representative Norman Flagg of Madison county 
has introduced a bill in the legislature for the 
repeal of the direct primary law. Tur TRIBUNE 
was an advocate of regulated primary elections 
for nominations. The campaign of 1903 and 1904 
brought all the old abuses into high light. The 
proposal at first was not for the direct primary, 
but for an orderly state-wide election of instructed 
delegates. Primary laws providing such a system 
were declared unconstitutional and finally the legis- 
lature accepted the direct primary and was able 
to make it ‘stick. 

This was regarded as the triumph of the people 
over a defective political system and the bosses 
who had ruled them and had prevented a real 
expression of their will This law has been in 
operation in Illinois fifteen years and it is our

Most men if they 
had the responsibility of making a decision for or 
against a fellow man would try hard to put their 
prejudices aside. Possibly they would not wholly 
eradicate them, but experienced jurists think that 
if the first twelve, the middle twelve or the last 
twelve of a hundred veniremen were taken the 
results would be much the same. 


A cast of a net would get about the same results 
as the carefully running of the fish through the 
fingers to examine the scales. If trial by Jury 1s 
to continue as a citadel of human rights it needs 
a reéxamination of processes. Certainly a process 
is dubious which in part winnows out intelligence 
and most of the qualities which rated highest in 
citizenship and drafts for the jury box from other 
material 

A system from which the citizens who must 
make it work, if it is to work, escape on every 
possible occasion and with any possible excuse is 
on the way to break down. A newspaper doesn’t 
know how this can be remedied, but a committee 
of the bar association might study it and make 
recommendations.

Waste water as well as used water finds its way 
into the sanitary canal and helps to flush that 
channel and make the waters farther down more 
navigable, but waste water is a strain on pumping 
facilities and an excess over the minimum neces- 
sity that can not be continued.

HE records of the Chicago health 
department show that since 1916 
pneumonia and bronchitis have 
caused more deaths per year among 
children under 5 years of age than has 
diarrheal diseases. In the olden times 


disease and deaths among young chil- 
dren. Not so now. In the olden days 
the mother dreaded the effects of hot 
weather on her children. Now it is the 
winter season. March has replaced Au- 
gust. — 

Dr. R. D. Moffett, writing on pneu- 
monia in babies and other young chil- 
dren, says the danger is not limited to 
the disease in the lungs. A great many 
children who recover from pneumonia 
and severe colds develop Bright's dis- 
ease. Many of them develop mastoid 
trouble and other ear diseases. 


~o- 

In Lennox Hill hospital they try to hold 
the pneumonias in check by keeping the 
atmosphere of the rooms quite cool. An- 
other procedure is to keep the children 
in smal] groups—two or three children 
to the group. After measles, whooping 
cough, and even common colds and ordi- 
nary sore throats trouble is avoided by 
keeping the children away from each 
other. 


Dr. M. Young has studied the effects 
of weather on children 5 years old and 
younger so far as the pneumonias are 
concerned for the last fifty years. The 
studies made were of the records of Glas- 
gow, Edinburgh, Aberdeen, Dundee, Lon- 
don, and the registration counties in Eng- 
land and Wales. He found that a low 
mean temperature would be followed two 
weeks later by a high death rate from 
respiratory troubles. The explanation 
seemed to be that continued cold weather 
caused the children to be kept indoors 
and that the qualities of the indoor air 
made for pneumonia. 


_2- 

Leonard Hill, the foremost British au- 
thority, says that these qualities are 
heat, stagnation, and an absence of sun- 
light. The warmth of the air causes the 
body to have a low metabolism rate, and 
this results in an increased susceptibil- 
ity to colds. He did not find that rain- 
fall was a factor in the climatic causes 
of pneumonia in children in England and 
Scotland. The moister the air the higher 
was the morfality rate from acute respir- 
atory diseases in Glasgow, but not in 
the rest of the territory studied. A high 
humidity rate and a low temperature 
rate, coming together, resulted about two 
weeks later in 4 hizh death rate 

The pneumonia increased and decreased 
in about a five year circle, as has been 
noted with measles and other children’s

diseases. Waves of great prevalence 
were spaced about five years apart.

FEATHER BEDS AND SOAPSTONES. 


E. L. B. writes: In a recent issue you 
had an article on fresh air sleeping. I 
agree with you that there Is an art in 
sleeping in comfort tn fresh air in the 
winter, but it seems to me that the au- 
thorities you quote have not thoroughly 
mastered the art. I have slept on a 
sleeping porch for fifteen years in per- 
fect comfort—indeed, in more comfort 
than when I have sometimes been com- 
pelled to sleep indoors when away from 
home. 

There are two essentials, and two only. 
The first is a feather bed, and the sec- 
ond is a soapstone. I] have a feather 
bed containing about twelve to fifteen 
pounds of feathers, sufficient for a dou- 
ble bed, which is stitched crosswise in 
two directions so as to hold the feathers 
in place and prevent their massing in 
one corner as was always the case in 
the old fashioned colonial] or continental 
feather bed. With this feather bed and 
one or two thin blankets, one is per- 
fectly comfortable in all but zero 
weather; then an additional steamer rug 
or heavy blanket may be necessary. 

My experience with blankets has been 
that in order to keep warm one has to 
heap up so many that the weight be- 
comes a serious burden and interferes 
with restful sleep. Nor is it neces- 
sary to sleep between blankets, as is 
often recommended. With the aid of a 
feather bed one can sleep between sheets 
and wear ordinary night clothing, no 
special equipment being necessary. 

A soapstone may be purchased at a 
hardware store for 35 cents. Before 
going to bed heat this for five or six 
minutes on the gas stove and wrap it up 
in a newspaper or a plece of cloth in 
order that it may not burn the sheets. 
This will keep warm until morning and 
is much better in every respect than 
a hot water bottle and much safer and 
cheaper than an electric pad.

000 or more. 

Besides these recommendations for 
legislation, the report contains de- 
tailed accounts of receipts, expendi- 
tures and contributions as given by 
the national committee of the three 
major political parties for the last 
campaign. 

Cash in Last Campaign. 

The report says the investigation of 
the 1924 campaign show that: 

The Republican national committee 
collected $4,360,478, and expended $4,- 
270,409. 

The Democratic national committee 
collected $821,037 and expended $903,- 
908. 

The progressive or independent na- 
(ional committee collected $221,837 and 
expended $221,977. 

While making no reference to the La 
Follete charges of a huge Republican 
“slush fund,” the report says that, 
although some inaccuracies may be 
found in the figures presented, “it be- 
lteves the report gives the facts.” 

Nevertheless, much of the commit- 
tee’s attention was devoted to them.

Since each claim is a apparently supported by a2 
wealth of statistics “compiled by The Advertis- 


ing Record Company, an independent auditing 
Service,” the audience is apt to have the uneasy 
feeling of one in the presence of magicians. 


In this series we shal] attempt to give a picture 
of the lineage situation in Chicago from all 
angles, explaining the “tricks of the trade” by 
which statistical support is worked out for the 
conflicting claims of competitors. 

Since The Daily News uses more of this type 
of competitive lineage advertising than all other 
Chicago papers combined, this discussion will 
be illustrated by using The Chicago Tribune 
and The Chicago Daily News as examples.

But it undoubtedly merits the great 
stress which The News places upon it as an index to tespon- 


-siveness in that paper because one-third of all advertising in 


The News is placed by department stores. 


However from the standpoint of either newspaper or from 
that of the advertiser, the Chicago department store situation 
Merits an intensive analysis which The News does not present.

Wetterman says frame grown plants 
iook better at the time of planting, but 
nm ten days to two weeks after trans- 
planting they usually lose most of their 
leaves and it takes a long time for 
them to recover. The cauliflower seed 
is sown in tweive rows, according to his 
plan, from the last week in April up 
to the middie of May. About the last 
week in June the plants are ready to 
be transplanted. Caulifiower can be 
grown best on new or sod ground. Al- 
falfa. clover, vetch, or rye may be 
grown and plowed under to enrich

A NOTE ON THE EEL. 
VERY year reports reach us of 
k. big eels being caught by sur- 
prised Pl te nara but nary a one 
has ever showed himself to 

in waters that we have been frequent- 
ing. Such carelessness on the part of 
this long snaky-looking fish 
grettable, as we are interested in eels. 
If you trace the history of the eel, 
Which is really a fresh water 
whose home is in lakes and rivers, but 
Which runs down to salt water only at 
spawning time, ycu find that from the 
earliest times it was a riddle to the 
Greeks. Aristotle in his “ History 
Animals” showed that he was clearly 
stumped when it came to explaining | 
many things about the eel. 

Some years ago Ainerican scientists | 
got busy studying the life of the eel 
with the result that the thousand and 
one picturesque and fantastic stories 
about this fish were shot full of holes. 
It was found that the adult eels that go | 
down to the sea to spawn, die soon | 
after spawning has taken place.
